1х the House of Lords, Lord Lyveden directed atrention to the re- 
port of Oolonel Jervois on the defences of Osnads, which, he said, 
pmi unmistakably ths «utter defənosless o`ndition of the 
anadien frontier. He contended that we ought not to rely tpon 
the conciliatory intentions of the American peop'e, as Í was wel! 
understoed when, а few weeks ago, thete was a pros of peace 
being concluded between the Northern and Bouthern States, that 
pe and usion rme»nt war with Kogland. He wished to 
ow what me^*ares the Government intended to adopt. Earl 
de Grey and Ripon regretted that ару doubt should have 
been expressed with regard to the disposition of the United States 
Government towards th's country. It was the intention of 
ministers to ask parliament awd the Canadian Assembly 
to take their sbare respesively in providing for the 
efüslent deletcs of the colony, end the estimation of 
the present year would inclade a sum of 460,000 for 
the fortifications of Qaebeo. Government also posed that 
Oanada should undertake the fortification of Montreal and the im- 
pu territory to the westward. In addition, 81,000 men would 
ballo'ed inte the militia of the colony, and her Majesty’s Go- 
vornment would afford every encouragement for the establishment 
of schools for the trainiog of officers. The Earl of Derby cen-

"The Bill was reorived with indevoribable enthusiasm, and the 
Ohawider unsulmouely avreed to a proposal for ап address expres- 
si ve of gratitude to the О авер. A committee was formed to draw 
up the address immediately. 

The whole Obamber sconmpanied the committee to the Palace to

They were reeeived by the Queen at six p.m., on Monday. Her 
Majesty said that as she considered herself the mother of the 
Spanish people she wished to be the first to sacrifice herself for 
their interests.

Let the hearts of 
our people turn contritely and trustfully unto God; 
us reo in Hie ohsstening hand the correction of a 
father, and  submimively pray that the {Шаа and suf- 
ferings which hava so long borne heavily upon us may 
Һә turned away by His mercifai love; that Hig sustain- 
iog grace be given to our people, and His Divine wisdom 
imparted to our rulers; thet the Lord ot Hosts will ba with our 
armies, and fight for us against our enemies; and that He will gra- 
ciously take our cause inte his own bend and mercifully establish

Tue illustration ia the frontispiece of the Penny Ilustrated Weekly 
News represents the suicide of Victor Townley. The conviot 
Townley, whose reprieve from the sentence of desth which had 
been passed upon him for the deliberate murder of Miss Goodwin, 
of Manchester, to whom he had been engaged for marriage, excited 
so great an amoont of public attention and discussion at the time, 
committed suicide on Sunday afternoon week in Peatonville 
Priron. He was returning with the other prisoners from the usual 
service in the chtpel, when he seized an opportunity to dash him- 
self over the railings of the staircase. Oa being raised he was 
found to have received concatsion of the brain, which caused his 
death at eight o'olock the same evening. 

On Thursday following, Dr. Lankester held an inquest at the 
Moàel Prison upon the body of George Viotor Townley. 

The first two witnesses who were called were warders, and (hey 
desoribed seeing the body fall from the olfoular gallery on the San- 
day afternoon, shortly before five o'clook, when the were 
coming out of chapel. The gallery was shown to b» upwards of 
twenty-three feet from the ground, and the deoe»sed fell Бева fore- 
mest on the stone paving of the hell. He was picked up inson- 
sible, and was seen directly by the surgeon. Neither of these 
witnesses could tell the cause of the deceased falling from the 

allery. 

Е George Bearman, a prisorer in the gaol, deposed aa follows: I 
knew the deceased man, who was a fellow-prisoner. I eat nest to 
him in chapel on Sanday afternoon last. Не eat still until the last 
two verres of the last byron were being sung, when he got up and 
said to me, “It is the 319th hymn," which it was, and having 
opened his book, he sang those two vertes in а very loud voice.

This large clock was manufactured by Mr. George Bennett, of 
Blackheath, exhibited at the Orystal Palace, in "n Perk, and

On the death of the 
Duke of Wellington, the inhabitants of athwark, desirous of in- 
disting their respect for the famous warrior, dedicated the olook

The architectural design, which was founded on one of our most 
elegant monumental crosses, was very generally and very deser- 
vedly admired—the sculptured details, the heads of the patron 
saints, and the rose, shamrock, thistle, and leek, which were fre- 
quently repeated, being exceedingly beautiful as regards execution. 
The total cost of the tower was about £1,600.

Oa 
the part of the people of the Northern States, Mr. Lincoln promised 
that every law or ediot hostile to the interests or hurtful to the 
pride of the Southern people should be repealed if they wou'd only 
ackrowledge the supremacy of the Government at Washington. 
The Southern commissioners were, however, firm. Union with 
the North they did not desire. All they needed was the edmission 
of their independence. ‘There can no longer therefore exist any 
doubt respecting the precise point on which the negotiators failed 
to entertain a community of views. The Confederacy demands the 
recognition of its independence, whilst the established Government 
insist upon its entering once more into tho Union, and between 
these extremes no middle course can be dicoovered which will 
satisfy both disputants.

Тнк escape of a single lamb from the spiritual fold ocoupied and 
disquietei the last moments of tho recent sitting of Convooation. 
It was discovered a short time since that а clergyman of the Ohurch 
of Eogland had been called to the bar without the fact of his being 
in orders having been disclosed, and & joint committee of the four 
Inns of Court was appointed to consider whether such а fact was 
an obstacle to his admission. They had to deal only with their own 
regulations, which contain stringent rules against the admiesion of 
an attorney, and the general law of the lend, which having in the 
Pluralities Act, a good many years ago, declared that e olergy- 
man may sct as director of а trading company, was argued to 
have excluded him by implication from acting as а barrister. 
Bat а narrow majority of the committee came to the con- 
clusion that neither plea was applicable, and that no law 
or reason existed why a clergyman might not become о counsel. 
Their decision has since been accepted and ratified by the Society 
of Lircoln's-inp, by which the gentleman whose cage raised the 
discussion bad been called. But this determination, which most 
people in the profession concerned thought the only one com» 
pstible with common sense, but at the same time regarded as & 
matter uninteresting to any one out of the profession, 
was made the subject of a special motion by the Bishop 
of Oxford in the Upper House of  Oenvocation.

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A LEEDS MAGISTRATE MOBBED. 

As reported a few weeks ago. Eliza Strafford, cook to Mr. Chorley, 
one of the Leeds magistrates, was senter ced to a month's imprison- 
ment for stealing dripping, on the accusation of ber mistress. On 
Baturday it was anticipated that ber term of confivemert would ex- 
pire, and so grest ts the interest feit in this csso tha’, with tho 
desire to make a kind of demonstration ageins' justices’ justice in 
Leeds, & crowd of perscns, computed at from 12 000 to 15 600, as- 
sembled in the nelghbourbood of Armley Gaol, between four aud 
five o'olook in the afternoon. It turned out, however, that there 
wes some mistake as to the day of libration. во that the ovation 
prepsred for the oook proved premature When, however, the 
crowd returned from Aim!ey, many parens turned into Park- 
square, and showed their feelings by hooting and shouting in frout 
ot Mr. Chorley’s house. At half-past five there were 600 
or 700 men, women, and children congregated there, aid 
shortly afterwards several policemen arrived.on the soene, 
who were grested with hisses and groans. Mr. Ohorley bim- 
self made nis appearance on his door-siep, and was welcomed with 
a volley of groans and shouts, prominent amongst which was 
“ Dripping—dripping.” In response to this, the worthy magis- 
trate bowed and took off his hat. This likewiso wss groaned 
at, upon which Mr. Ohcrley “placed his thumb upon his nose, 
and spread his fingers out,” or in other language, “took 
a sight.” This act provoked a strm of yells, snd lumps 
of wet snow were thrown at him. Mr. Chorley bore ii 
bravely, and coolly repleced his hat which had been partly 
knooked off bis head, and again bowed. But this did not seem to 
daunt him, for he commenced to make а sperch, in which he stated 
that he had becn robbed shamefully, and if ever any future cook 
did the eame, instead of one month she should have two. This 
declaration wes badly received by the crowd, who jeered the 
speaker unmercifally ; but Мг. Ohorley stood it all like а atoio, and 
at last, amid a perfect shower of groans and dripping snowballs, 
retreated into the house.—Leeds Express. 


DESPERATE LEAP FROM A RAILWAY TRAIN.

——— 
GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


FLOWER GARDEN.—The late severe weather has prevente? any 
progrees being made in cut-door gardening ; hence notes should be 
taken of the advice we have given throughout this period, in order 
that the work not done msy b» got on with direotly a little favour- 
able weather gets in. The ground, however, will be muoh bene- 
fitted by the frosts and snow, while meny s grub ard other insects 
will have been destroyed. After having got through the work sl- 
ready set out, German and French asters may bs sown im a little 
heat. Top the cuttings of bedding-out plants already taken root 
in frames. Onuttings or offsets of ohryssntbemums will now do 
well in & Gold frame. Sow German and ten-week stocks in pots 
or а cold frame. Divide and pot lobelias. 

Krrcuzn GARDEN.— The same advice above as to unfinished 
work ig equally applicable here. Borecole, Brussels sprouts, oab- 

celery, &o, should be sown gpwingly. Give cucumbers a 
fresh lining. Divide roots of herbs, and make fresh plantations. 
Thin out old stools of artichokes. Gow early beans, рова, avd 
potatoes, as previously particularized. Sow a full orop of large 
fiag looks. Жө а successional sowing of lettuces. Plant ont su- 
tamnél sowings of onions nins inches а and sow maia crop. 
Keep up successional sowings of radishes. Sow small quantities of 
aavoy, веб kale, spinach, &o ; also early anowbell turnips. 

Fruit Ganpux.—Draw the earth awáy from the roota of carraot 
and gooseberry trees, sprinkle well with scot and wood asbes, and 
returm the earth ; this will not only stimulate growth, but wilt de- 
stroy ӧмегрШегв, йс. Forward planting, praning, and sailing, 
and commence grafting the most forward sorta.
